In a century there are perhaps but two exceptions to this 
rule—David Garrick and Mary Anderson—to both of whom 
success came with comparative ease, 

There can be no objection, and there is every noble incen- 
tive, for a man or a woman of talent adopting the stage as a 
profession. Only the aspirant must be very sure of the talent. 
He must not fall into the error of mistaking vivacity or mere 
animal spirits—valuable adjuncts as they are—for ability. 
There is, too, a vast difference between vanity, that is, the
